A company of thirty-eig-.t Japanese 


troops with two machine guns had 
five men killed and five wounded last 
night on landing at Qang Y/ha island, 
twelve miles north of Chemulpo, for 
the purpose of disarming a small Ko- 
rean garrison of forty men which were 
supported by several hundred rioters. 


The landing party was reinforced at 


11 o'clock this morning by another 
company from Chemulpo. 


A Japanese fishing fleet, which was 


driven off this island, with 
several 


casualties, reached Chemulpo, yester- 
day morning, August 11.

I within Korean or Japanese jurisdic- 
tion. It would be mere suicide for me 


I to return to Korea. If I could gain 
anything for my country by putting 
my head in the

Four Seamen Lost in Wreck 


That Imperilled Hun- 


dreds of Passengers. 


New York, Aug. 12.—The three mast- 


ed schooner Myroneas, bound from 
Rockland, Me., for New York, with a 
load of granite, was sunk in the mid- 
dle of Long Island sound early today 
in a collision with the Neptune line 
steamer Tennessee, bound from Fall 
River to New York. Four members of 
the Myroneas crew were drowned, but 
Captain Belatty was rescued by pas- 
sengers on the Tennessee and one of 
his crew was also saved by swimming 
to the steamer. 
The passengers of 


the Tennessee were taken off by the 
New Bedford line steamer Maine, and 
brought to New York. The Tennessee 
anchored in the sound. She did not 
appear to be much damaged. 


There was a heavy fog over the 


sound at the time of the collision. 


Passenger Steamer Crowded. 


The Tennessee was crowded with 


passengers and was ma'.ing nearly 
schedule time when the schooner was 
only a short distance away and follow- 
ing across the bows of the steamer. 
The sailing vessel was so near that a 
collision was inevitable, and the Ten- 
nessee's bow struck her on the amid 
ship, tearing a great hole in her wood- 
en planking. The Myroneas sank im- 
mediately. Captain Belatty, her com- 
mander and one of her crew, who 
were on deck, jumped overboard. Tbe 
sailor swam to the Tennessee and was 
hauled on board, but Captain Belatt} 
was a poor swimmer and shouted for 
help. Joseph Kenney, a clerk of New 
York, and Michael J. Coffin, an oiler 
for the United States battleship New 
Jersey, both passengers on the Ten 
nessee. jumped into the water anr 
brought him alongside the steamer 
and supported him until a boat was 
launched. He was taken on beard the 
Tennessee. 


Four Missing; Probably Drowned. 
Captain Belatty said that four of 


his crew were missing and must have 
gone down with their vessel. The Ten 
nessee which was only slightly dam 
aged, lay by while a search was made 
for the missing sailors. The New Bed 
ford line steamer Maine, bound for 
New York, responded to her signals 
of distress, and, going alongside th 
Tennessee, took off the passengers 
and brought them to New York. 


The Tennessee was left at. anchor in 


the sound. The Tennessee is a Joj 
liner drafted for service on the Nep 
tune line, while one of the boats o 
that line is undergoing repairs.

GREAT WIRE STRIKE IS SPREADING; 


NEW YORK OPERATORS QUIT KEYS 


At, Sound of Shrill Whistle Great Army of Western 


Union Men Strike Work and Join Their Broth- 


ers Already on Firing Line. 


POSTAL'S OPERATORS SOON AFTERWARD FOLLOW SUIT

York,

strike of the telegraph operators, 
which 
has 
affected 
many 
cities 


throughout the country, 
was ex- 


tended to New York today, when 
men 
employed 
by both Western 


Union and Postal companies quit 
work. 


The Postal strikers said that nine- 


ty per cent of their men were out. 
The Western officials declared that 
fifty per cent of their day force left 
their keys. 


Extra police were called out to 


preserve order in the vicinity of the 
telegraph buildings, but there was 
little or no occasion for their ser- 
vices. The crowds were orderly. 


The day operators in the West- 


ern Union branch offices joined the 
strikers from the main office. 


Four hundred 
men and thirty 


women quit work in the main, of- 
fice of the Postal Telegraph company. 
A few employes remained at their 
keys.

Postal Men Followed.

At 1 o'clock this afternoon the I 


operators employed in the main of-< 
flee of the Western Union company 
went out. A short time afterward 
the Postal operators left their keys 
and joined the strikers.

There had been a rumor around | 


the Western union, building that 
such a move was in contemplation, 
but up to a few minutes before 1 
o'clock there were no signs of the 
intended action. 


At exactly 1 o'clock a shrill 


whistle was sounded 
through, 
the 


big operating room and practically 
every man left his key. 


At 2:30 o'clock the Postal opera- 


tors struck work. 


Cheered as They Quit Work. 


As the men left the Western Union 


building they were cheered by other 
operators who had gathered in Dey 
street. The cheering soon attracted 
the passers-by on Broadway, and in 
a few minutes a large crowd had 
gathered. 


There was no disorder, however, 


and the "olice of the traffic squad 
soon put the sightseers in motion.

THE SITUATION IN CHICAGO. 


Companies Say They Have Men, But 


There Is Some Doubt. 


Chicago, Aug. 12.—Both the Western 


Union and Postal 
Telegraph com- 


panies claimed today to be in better 
condition than at any time since the 
commencement of the strike of the 
operators. 


The Western Union said early in the 


day that, it had more than 200 men at 
work and was able to care for busi- 
ness in fair shape. 


The Postal claimed to have about 


300 men and also asserted that the 
delay in handling messages was not 
great. Both companies, however, had 
posted in conspicuous places the no- 
tices that messages would be only ac- 
cepte- subject to delay in transmis- 
sion.

"Washington. D. C., Aug. 12.—The j 


most vigorous arraignment of the op- 
pressive and unjust methods of the 
Standard Oil company over presented 
-co the government in an official com- 
munication is contained in the report 
just made public by Commissioner of 
Corporations 
Herbert 
Knox 
Smith 


dealing with the Standard's "discrim- 
ination in prices." 


Some of 
Commissioner 
Smith's 


charges, which he substantiates with 
facts and figures, are: 


In foreign countries the price policy 


of the Standard Oil company has been 
to sacrifice the interests of the Amer- 
ican consumer for the purpose of se- 
curing foreign business. It has main- 
tained high monopoly prices in non- 
competitive communities, thus making 
up losses incurred in communities 
where it had to meet or cut the prices 
quoted by independent concerns. 


It has practically forced the Ameri- 


can railroads to pay exorbitant prices 
for lubricating oils, favoring some 
roads to the prejudice of others, the 


, company's 
pet 
railroad 
being 
the 


Pennsylvania. 


Its dealings with the government 


have been characterized by deceit and 
falsehood, and its methods in extend- 
ing its business unfair, unjust and un- 
lawful. 


Details of Its Deceit Withheld. 


"Bogus," "bribery," "falsity," "ille- 


gal," "extortionate," nnd "obnoxious" 
are some of the terms 
Commissioner 


Smith uses in his arraignment. 


And that is not all, for Commis- 


sioner Smith has this to say in his let- j 
\er submitting the report to President 
Roosevelt: 


"By your direction, in view of the 


proceedings of the attorney general 
against the Standard Oil company, I 
some of the more detailed evidence se-1 
cured by the bureau regarding price 
discrimination is at present withheld 
from publication: and the same is true 


. of evidence regarding other unfair 
1 practices, the most important of which 
are the maintenance! of bogus inde- 
pendent companies, espionage over the 
business of competitors, especially by 
bribing railway employes to disclose 
their shipments, and deception as to 
the quality of oils sold." 
Kills Competition to Fleece Consumer. 


In his letter transmitting the report 


.•to the president Commissioner Smith 
says: 


"The obnoxious character of the 


Standard's price policy is made clear. 


j The Standard has repeatedly asserted 


that combination, as illustrated by its 


j own history, is a great benefit to the 
I public. It may readily be that in some 
1 industries combination has had bene- 
ficial results. It is probable that the 


Standard, by reason of its undoubtedly- 
great efficiency, could, had it been con- 
tent with reasonable profits, 
have 


made prices to consumers lower than 
would have been possible for smaller 
concerns, and thus have maintained 
its great proportion of the business by 
wholly fair and legitimte means. 


"The Standard is, however, a most 


conspicuous example of precisely the 
opposite—of 
a 
combination which 


maintains a substantial monopoly not 
by superiority of service and by charg- 
ing reasonable prices but by unfair 
methods of destroying competition; a 
combination 
which then uses the 


power thus unfairly gained to oppress 
the public through wholly extortionate 
prices. It has raised prices instead of 
lowering them. 
It has pocketed all 


the advantages of its economies in- 
stead of sharing them with the pub- 
lic, and has added still furthsr mono- 
poly profits by charging more than 
smaller and less economical concerns 
could sell for if the Standard allowed 
them the chance." 


.Discussing the disparity in prices of 


oil in the United States and foreign 
markets Commissioner Smith says 
that the American price steadily ad- 
vanced from 1897 to 1903. The New 
York export price advanced much less 
up to 1903, declining in 19U4, and the 
Hamburg (German) price shows prac- 
tically the same movement as the 


New York export price, while the Lon- 
don prices shows a steady decline 
from 1901 to 1904 and an important 
drop during 1905. 


Lesson of Its Foreign Prices. 


"The course of American and for- 


eign prices in the last five years cov- 
ered by this report." Commissioner 
Smith says, "has shown a greatly in- 
creased divergence, in general the 
American prices going up and the for- 
eign prices showing a marked decline." 


Commissioner Smith shows thai the 


excess of the 
price in the 
"United 


States 
over 
that 
received 
abroad 


varies from 1 cent to 2.2 cents. 


"The really significant figures." he 


says, "are the margins of the respec- 
tive prices above costs. The deduction 
of the 
principal elements 
of cost 


throws into proper prominence these 
great differences in prices. From the 
prices may, therefore be deducted, 
first price of crude oil. and, second, the 
operating expenses of piping, refining, 
and marketing the oil. which amount 
to about 2 cents per gallon." 


With these deductions for certain 


designated periods, the commissioner 
shows that the average German mar- 
gin was 1.66 cents, as compared with 
4.C3 in the United States; the united 
kingdom margin was 1.64 cents, as 
against 4.S4 in the United States; and 
other 
countries — Belgium, Holland, 


Denmark, and the orient—-show simi- 
lar enormous disparities. 


Commissioner Smith continues: 


Brands Company's Excuses as False. 


"These remarkable discriminations 


in favor of foreign markets at the ex- 
pense of 
the American 
consumer 


have naturally called forth excuses 
from the apologists of the Standard. 
They have attempted to create the im- 
pression that the recent decline in 
prices of American illuminating oil 
abroad was necessitated by an over- 
supply of that product. 
They have 


also claimed that there has been se- 
vere competition against the American 
product from the oils of Russia anil 
other foreign countries, and that the 
reductions in export and foreign prices 
were necessary to retain the Ameican 
export trade. 


"Neither of these arguments is well 


! founded. The '6 was no ovei'supply of 


illuminating oil during the years of 
1904 and 1905, at which time foreign 
prices were being severely cut. 
The 


exports from the United States during 


1904 were less than in 1901 and 1902. 
The exports from the five important 
oil 
producing countries 
combined 


show little more than a normal In- 
crease. 
The world's production in 


1905 was less than in 1-04. The ex- 
ports from the five principal countries 
combined in 1905 were more than 6 
per cent less than in 1904. 


"The conditions of supply therefore 


do not excuse the extraordinary de- 
cline in foreign prices in 1905 and the 
resulting discrimination against the 
American consumer. This decline was 
not necessitated by an oversupply cf 
oil. In fact, the movement of prices 
was precisely the opposite of that 
which would have been c nected from 
the changes in supply. 


Misuses Monopoly to Extort. 


"The falsity of the Standard's argu- 


ments is further demonstrated by the 
fact that during 1904 and 
1905, a 


period when the Standard claims that 
an oversupply existed, that company 
actually took large quantities of oil 
in Russia to supply its trade in Europe 
and the orient. 
Having a monopoly 


at home, it has charged such prices as 
it could thereby extort, and the Amer- 
ican consumer has had to pay these 
prices. 
Meeting competition abroad, 


it has given the foreign consumer 
enormously lower prices, and it has 
used the profits made at home to main- 
tain its position abroad, so that the 
American consumer has been severely 
discriminated against for the purpose 
of maintaining not the dominance of 
American export trade but the domin- 
ance 
of a 
particular combination 


which has used its power frequently 
and conspicuously to the disadvantage 
of the American public." 


Commissioner Smith declares that a 


still more important and extraordinary 
state of affairs appears in the condi- 
tions of prices in the United States. A 
study of the Standard's price policy 
has brought to light a remarkable 
system of discriminations in prices 
for the same products in different lo- 
calities throughout the country. 
He 


points out that there is substantially 
no general market price for petroleum 
products, especially illunminating oil. 


The Stanrlard_ sells most of its :1- 


Iiiniinaling oil and gasoline in 'the 
United States directly to retail dealers 
at their own towns, delivered mainly 
by tank wagons. 
Consequently the 


prices are, as a rule, purely local 


prices. 
This system of distribution 


and price making, it is charged, puts 
it in the power of the Standard to vary 
its price according to local conditions 
without disturbing prices in other lo- 
calities. 


Its Enormous Profits in America. 
On this point the Commissioner of 


Corporations says: 


"The significance of the extraor- 


dinary differences in prices charged in 
many different sections of the country 
or in different towns can be appre- 
ciated only in the light of the fact that 
a small amount per gallon constitutes 
a fair margin of profit on the Invest- 
ment in refining and marketing of 
petroleum products. A difference of 
about seven mills per gallon in the 
price of illuminating oil may mean a 
difference between a profit of ten per 
cent on investment in refining and 
marketing and no profit at all. 


"But the actual differences in the 


Standard's prices among competitive 
and non competitive towns and areas, 
after making all allowances for differ- 
ences in cost of production and dis- 
tributing, often 
amount to several 


cents 
per 
gallon. 
A 
combination 


which can command the profits that 
these figures imply over large areas 
has, therefore, obviously a tremendous 
weapon when it enters on aggressive 
price cutting against independent con- 
cerns. 


"The most ac:urate nnd complete 


data were obtained by the bureau on 
this subject directly from the records 
of the Waters-Pierce Oil company, a 
Standard concern. 
The territory ••>( 


that company includes Arkansas, Ok- 
lahoma, Indian Territory. Texas, nnd 
part of. Missouri and Louisiana. 
In 


1900 the profits varied from d.9 cent in 
the St. Louis division of this company 
to 4 cents per gallon in the north 
Texas division. The first six months 
of 1904 the profits were as 
follow.-;: 


St. Louis division, 0.6 cent per gallon; 
East Texas and Louisiana. l.S cents: 
Missouri, l.S cents; 
Arkansas, 2.S 


cents: South Texas. ?,.?, cents; Central 
Texas, 3.5 cents; North Texas, 4.4 
cents, showing an extreme range of 
profit and, of course, a correspondingly 
extreme range of net prices. Similar 
inequalities in local prices appear .in 
the gasoline business of this com- 
pany. 


How the Trust is Maintained.

company to the various railroads of 
the country in the purchase of lubri- 
cating oil form the final chapter of the 
report. The trade with railroad com- 
panies of the United States in lubri- 
cating oils for rolling stock, the re- 
port'says, amounts to about 54,500,000 
per year and is an important branch 
of the oil industry. This phase of the 
Standard Oil company's business - is 
conducted through the Galena Signal 
Oil company, which is controlled by 
the Standard and which has an 
al- 


most complete monopoly over the lu- 
bricating oil trade with the railroads. 


amount paid by 94 railroads of the 
country in one year 
was 
54,067,974. 


Taking the prices charged the Penn- 
sylvania system as a basis, the pay- 
ments would have been only ?2,3S9.- 
219. leaving a difference of ?'l,678,755, 
which represents the excess charges 
for lubricants in one year. It is prob- 
able, the report says, that for all lu- 
bricating oils bought from the Stand-

prices 


and which are the same for all roads; 
and second, a guaranty .that the cost 
of lubrication to a particular 
road 


shall not exceed .a certain amount per 
thousand miles run by 
locomotives, 


passenger cars, and freight cars, re- 
spectively. 
These guaranties, unlike 


the invoice prices, differ widely for the 
different roads, and by means of high 
invoice prices and such mileage guar- 
anties, the actual prices of lubricants 
to any road may be placed at the ex- 
cessive invoice prices or at cu./ de- 
sired amount below them. 


Pennsylvania the Trust's Pet 


The railroad is charged 
for 
the 


amount of lubricating oil ordered on 
the basis of the invoice prices, but at 
the end of the year the amount due 
under the guaranties is computed on 
the basis of the number of miles run 
by the 
locomotives, the 
passenger 


cars, and the freight cars, and if this 
amount is below the invoice cost 
charged the oil company refunds the 
difference. 


The report shows that there 
are 


wide differences in the prices paid by 
the different railroads for the same 
oils. 
The Pennsylvania system paid 


less than 
one-half of the 
invoice 


prices, and forty-one other roads paid 
the full prices. The payments 
from 


the ninety-four roads from which the 
bureau received reports during one

A radical change is mane in the 


design of the cent and though tile In- 
dian head will be retain J, It will bear 
little resemblance to the old one, and 
is expected to be more characteristic 
of the head of the American Indian 
with real iiead dress instead of the 
present design. 
The present Indian 


head is really a Caucasian type, the 
face having been posed for by a litle 
daughter of James M. Longacre, the 
engraver of the Philadelphia mint, 
who designed the present penny in 
1S59. 


On the obverse of the eagle and 


double eagle the head of liberty is 
retained in idealized form. On the re- 
verse of the twenty dollar gold piece, | 
which was also designed by Mr. Long- 
acre in 1S49, is an erect eagle but of 
new design. 


More radical changes are noted In 


the design for the ten dollar gold 
coin. 
While the obverse still shows 


the head of liberty, on the reverse is 
a flying eagle closely modelled after 
the pattern of the dollar and half dol- 
lars of 1836 and 1838. Christian Gob- 
recht, who designed these coins, used 
as his model "Peter" the live eagle, 
known as the "mint bird" which, hav- 
ing its home at the mint, in thfs city, 
flew all over town, returning each 
night to roost at the mint, and which 
was afterward killed by being caught 
in the machinery of the plant.
